Similarly,  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  now  have  the  markets 
of  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  closed  to  them,  but  in  many  cases 
thei*e  will  l)e  opportunities  for  the  disposal  of  their  products  in  this 
country  or  abroad. 

Doubtless  in  a  large  number  of  cases  importers  and  manufacturers 
have  taken  steps  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  but, 
from  cases  which  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  it  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not 
proved  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  and  it  is 
thought  that  in  such  cases  the  Branch  may  be  able  to  render  some 
assistance  by  placing  manufacturers  and  buyers  in  communication 
with  one  another. 

During  the  last  six  months  applications  have  been  received  in  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  from  a  large 
number  of  firms  in  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  who  wish  to  get 
into  communication  with  manufacturers  or  purchasers  of  various 
classes  of  goods  which  have  previously  been  obtained  from,  or  sold 
to,  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary.

Regarding  agricultural  machinery  in  general,  H.M.  Consul  writes 
that  it  is  considered  impossible  at  present  for  any  considerable 
quantities  of  these  goods  to  be  imported  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
America,  Sweden  or  elsewhere.  In  view  of  this  situation  several 
Russian  firms,  chiefly  in  the  south,  are  now  endeavouring  to  manu¬ 
facture  various  kinds  of  agricultural  machinery  themselves.

Firms  inscribed  on  the  Register  may  indicate  the  particular  lines 
of  trade  to  which  the  information  to  be  sent  to  them  should  relate, 
and  a  classified  list  of  subjects  is  sent  to  all  applicants  for  registration 
with  this  object.  During  1914,  989  separate  circulars  were  issued 
(to  the  number  of  142,005  copies)  to  firms  on  the  Special  Register 
interested  in  the  particular  branches  of  trade  to  which  the  circulars 
related. 

The  great  volume  of  information  distributed  under  this  system  has 
rendered  it  necessary  to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service  which

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of  goods  about  which  the  enquirer  desires  information,  and  (ft)  the 
particular  points  in  regard  to  which  he  specially  wants  to  be  informed. 
Attention  is  directed  to  this  matter  because,  if  applicants  would 
make  their  enquiries  more  precise,  they  would  benefit  by  receiving 
more  precise  information.  It  would  also  be  in  their  interest  to  state 
whether  they  have  already  succeeded  in  obtaining  any  trade  in  the 
country  in  question,  whether  they  are  represented  by  agents  there, 
and  if  so  by  whom,  and  whether  they  are  satisfied  with  their 
representation.

Visit  of  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner. 

In  accordance  with  the  practice  that  has  l>een  established  for 
il.M.  Trade  Commissioners  in  the  British  Self-Governing  Dominions 
to  visit  the  United  Kingdom  otlicially  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
manufacturers  and  nierchants  may  have  the  opportunity  of  consulting 
them  on  any  matters  connected  with  their  business,  or  of  obtaining 
information  as  to  the  possibilities  of  extending  their  trade,  H.M. 
Trade  Commissioner  for  Canada  (Mr.  C.  Hamilton  Wickes)  is  now  in 
this  country,  and  has  been  interviewing  (by  appointment)  representa¬ 
tives  of  those  firms  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  see  him  in  London 
at  the  offices  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  also  at  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  will 
shortly  visit  those  trade  and  industrial  centres  in  the  provinces 
which  it  has  been  decided  it  will  be  most  advantageous  to  visit  in 
view  of  applications  that  have  been  received  from  firms  in  or  near 
those  centres,  and  from  Chaml)ers  of  Commerce. 

In  order  that  api>ointment$  maij  he  sath^factorilij  arranged,  firms  tvho 
may  desire  to  have  an  interview  with  Mr.  Wickes  are  requested  to  wake 
their  applications  os  soon  os  fx)f>sihle.  Such  applications  should  he

H.M.  'J’rade  Commissioner’s  visit  is  particularly  opportune  at  the 
present  time,  when  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  are  attempting 
to  capture  trade  hitherto  done  by  German  firms  in  Canada,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  a  very  large  number  of  firms  will  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunitj'  to  consult  him.  Among  the  matters 
in  Canada  in  regard  to  which  he  is  prepared  to  give  information  and 
advice  are  the  appointment  of  agents,  methods  of  marketing  and 
distribution,  terms  of  payment,  names  of  probable  buyers  of  British 
goods,  statistics  of  imports,  and  rates  of  Customs  duties. 

It  may  be  stated  that  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioners  is  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Trade  promptly,  and  if 
possible  in  advance,  any  opportunities  w’hich  may  arise  in  the 
Dominions  in  the  form  of  contracts  open  to  tender,  or  in  any  other 
way  for  the  development  of  British  trade.  The  Commissioners  also 
report  to  the  Board  periodically  on  the  nature  and  extent  of  foreign 
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comj>etition  and  other  matters  of  commercial  interest,  including 
changes  in  Customs  duties  and  regulations,  financial  and  trade 
conditions,  changes  in  regard  to  maans  of  transport,  and  legislation 
affecting  trade  and  commerce ;  and  they  furnish  periodically  classified 
lists  of  importers  and  buyers  in  the  Dominions.  A  good  deal  of  the 
information  so  furnished  is  published  by  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch  in  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  some  is  communicated  to 
Chambers  of  Commerce  likely  to  be  specially  interested  and  to  those 
United  Kingdom  firms  whose  names  are  inscribed  in  the  Special 
Register  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  (see  notice  on 
p.  16).  and  some — e.g.,  lists  of  names  of  traders  at  particular  places, 
detailed  Customs  regulations  affecting  particular  matters,  and  similar 
information — is  filed  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  for  the 
information  of  firms  and  persons  interested  who  may  apply,  either 
})er8onally  or  by  letter. 

The  Trade  Commissioners  also  reply  to  all  enquiries  w'hich  may  be 
addressed  to  them  by  British  manufacturers  and  merchants,  but  it  is 
generally  desirable  that  enquiries  should  be  made  first  of  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch,  which  is  often  in  possession  of  the 
information  sought,  and  is  thus  in  a  position  to  save  enquirers  much 
delay.  _ 

BRITISH  INDUSTRIES  FAIR. 

.\s  a  complement  to  the  series  of  Exchange  Meetings  which  have 
been  organised  by  the  Board  of  Trade  in  the  last  few  months,  at 
which  samples  of  German  and  Austrian  goods  have  been  exhibited 
with  a  view  to  finding  British  manniacturers  prepared  to  make  goods 
to  com|)ete,  a  display  of  samples  of  British  goods  in  a  number  of  the 
trades  in  connection  with  which  the  Exchange  Meetings  have  been 
held  is  now  being  organised.  This  display  is  intended  to  reproduce 
the  main  features  of  the  well-known  I^eipzig  Fair.  It  will  be  held 
at  the  Royal  Agricultui-al  Hall,  lx)ndon,  from  10th  May  to  21st 
May,  and  will  be  styled  “The  British  Industries  Fair.”  Only  British 
manufacturing  firms  will  be  permitted  to  exhibit.  No  exhibitor  may 
exhibit  articles  other  than  those  of  his  own  manufacture  and  included 
in  the  following  trades: —

The  Board  of  Tiade  will  undertake,  among  other  things,  the 
preparation  of  a  catalogue  of  exhibitors  and  the  general  decoration  of 
the  hall.  They  also  undertake  to  receive  and  convey  to  the  space 
allotted  to  the  exhibitors  the  paoking-c.ases  containing  their  exhibits. 
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to  remove  packing-cases  and  store  them  during  the  period  of  the 
display,  and  to  replace  packing-cases  on  exhibitors’  stands  at  its 
close. 

For  these  various  services  the  Board  make  a  nominal  charge  to 
exhibitors  at  the  rate  of  Is.  per  square  foot  of  space  allotted.  The 
erection  of  stands  will  be  left  to  exhibitors,  and  they  will,  as  far  as 
possible,  be  allowed  an  absolutely  free  hand  in  this  direction.

The  Exchanges  will  give  special  attention  to  requests  from 
employers  for  special  classes  of  workpeople  for  new  trades,  and  for 
workpeople  (men  or  women)  to  replace  temporarily  those  who  have 
taken  military  or  naval  service. 


MORATORIUM  LAWS  AND  OTHER  FINANCIAL 
MEASURES  ABROAD. 

Sweden. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  742  of  the  *'  Board  of  Trade 
•lournal”  of  18th  March  relative  to  the  Order-in-Council  of  20th 
February  regarding  the  Moratorium  in  Sweden,  H.M.  Minister  at 
Stockholm  has  now  forwarded  a  summary  of  the  principal  provisions 
of  that  Oi-der  in  respect  of  the  internal  Swedish  Moratorium. 

These  provisions  came  into  force  on  1st  March  and  govern  the 
times  and  the  conditions  of  the  sale  of  (1)  real  property  which  has 
been  placed  under  distress ;  (2)  real  property  which  forms  part  of 
bankrupt  stock ;  (3)  stocks,  shares  or  bonds  held  as  security  for 
debts;  (4)  pledged  securities;  (5)  securities  under  distress;  (6) 
mortgages  and  ordinary  securities  (other  than  stocks,  shares  or 
bond^) ;  and  (7)  mortgages  and  ordinary  securities  under  distress.

FRONTIER  TRADE  BETWEEN  CHINA  AND  TIBET 
IN  1913. 

Entrepot  Trade  of  Tachienln. 

'The  Board  of  Trade  have  received,  through  the  India  Office,  the 
following  information  from  Mr.  Consular-Assistant  L.  M.  King 
resi^ecting  the  trade  of  Tadiienlu  (Szechuen)  for  1913:  — 

The  great  bulk  of  China’s  trade  with  Tibet  is  transacted  at 
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Frontier  Tnvde  hetireeii  China  and  Tibet  in  1913. 


Tachienlu,  and  from  its  location  on  the  exact  geographical  and 
ethnological  boundary  of  China  and  Tibet,  Tachienlu  is  marked  out 
to  be  the  natural  emjwrium  of  the  trade  of  these  two  countries.  Kast 
of  it  the  conditions  which  obtain  are  those  under  which  trade  in  all 
parts  of  China  is  conducted  ;  communications,  transport,  currency, 
are  all  Chinese.  'I’o  the  west  the  inhabitants,  except  for  a  handful 
of  Chinese  officials,  merchants  and  troops,  are  Tibetans,  and  the 
ordinary  coinage  of  China  is  not  current ;  while  owing  to  the  high 
altitudes  and  numerous  passes,  coolie  transport  is  no  longer  practicable, 
and  is  replaced  by  the  yaks,  ponies,  mules  and  asses  indigenous  to 
the  country.  West  of  Tachienlu  the  country  is  purely  Tibetan  in  its 
people,  climate,  products  and  geographical  characteristics ;  the 
population  is  scanty  and  widely  distributed,  and  has  but  few  of  the 
requirements  which  form  the  basework  of  commercial  activity 
amongst  more  civilised  and  advanced  peoples.  For  these  reasons 
neither  the  border  lands  nor  Tibet  itself  offer  much  opportunity  to 
commercial  enterprise. 

The  greater  part  of  the  trade  between  China  and  'I’ibet  is  transacted 
between  the  large  Chinese  firms  in  Tachienlu  and  merchants  who 
come  in  annually  from  Tibet  and  from  the  larger  centres  of  the 
l)order  country.  The  residue  concerns  solely  the  balance  of  the  local 
trade  of  the  border  lands,  and  is  carried  on  by  Chinese  and  Tibetan 
I’etailers  who  either  have  shops  at  Tachienlu  and  other  centres  in  the 
Chinese  sphere  of  control,  or  travel  amongst  the  tribal  people,  for  the 
most  part  as  distributors  on  commission  for  the  Tachienlu  wholesale 
houses.  There  are  in  addition  a  few  independent  Chinese  merchants 
who  buy  goods  at  Tachienlu  and  exchange  them  in  the  interior  for 
native  products ;  the  trade  they  handle  is  of  very  small  bulk  when 
compared  with  that  transacted  at  Tachienlu. 

The  majority  of  the  Tibetan  and  border  merchants  who  come  to 
Tachienlu  bring  with  them  native  products  to  pa}’^  for  the  Chinese 
goods  they  buy.  Some,  however,  are  buyers  only  and  bring  as  pay¬ 
ment  gold  dust  or  Chinese  rupees  of  which  there  are  large  quantities 
in  Tibet  and  on  the  border.  Others  are  sellers  only  and  take  back 
with  them  Chinese  rupees  or  silver.  One  or  two  of  the  Tibetan 
merchants  whose  dealings  are  extensive  are  allowed  from  six  to  twelve 
months’  credit,  and  eventually  settle  their  accounts  with  the  Chinese 
firms  by  remitting  the  money  to  Shanghai  via  India. 

Exports. —  The  chief  export  from  China  to  Tibet  and  the  frontier 
districts  is  brick  tea.  The  tea  trade  is  controlled  by  a  system  of 
licences  issued  by  the  Provincial  Government  of  Szechuen  ;  108,000 
licences  are  issued  annually  and  divided  by  the  Tea  Guild  amongst 
the  firms  entitled  to  them  by  custom  and  usage.  In  a  normal 
year  (i.e.,  a  year  in  which  all  the  licences  issued  are  used)  the  amount 
of  tea  that  passes  through  Tachienlu  is  about  540,000  packages, 
weighing  approximately  11,520,000  English  lbs.  and  valued  at 
1,134,000  taels  or  £141,750.  The  selling  price  of  this  tea  in  1913 
works  out  at  2'9d.  per  English  lb.  The  total  cost  at  Tachienlu  to 
the  exporting  merchants  of  the  1913  export,  according  to  information 
received  from  a  leading  member  of  the  Guild,  was  385,000  taels, 
which  works  out  at  I *973.  per  lb.  The  exports  second  in  importance 
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Frontier  Trade  between  China  and  Tibet  in  1913. 


are  cottons,  native  and  foreign,  mostly  from  Shanghai,  which  in  1913 
were  valued  at  200,0)0  taels,  or  1;25,000.  Silks,  from  SAechuen  and 
Shanghai,  come  next  with  a  total  value  of  120,00)  taels,  or  £15,000. 
The  balance  of  the  exports,  amounting  to  a  value  of  110,000  taels, 
or  jK  13,750,  is  accounted  for  by  miscellaneous  goods  such  as 
Sz®chuen  tobacco,  foreign  cigarettes,  clocks  and  trinkets,  and  various 
odds  and  ends. 

Imports. — Musk,  the  chief  import  from  Tibet,  reached  in  1913  a 
total  value  of  OOO.OoO  taels,  or  £75,000  ;  practic.ally  the  whole  of  this 
went  to  Shanghai.  Tne  price  of  musk  varied  daring  the  year  between 
12  taels  and  1  4  taels  per  Chinese  ounce,  or  £1  2s.  (JJ.  to  £1  6s.  3  I.  per 
ounce  (avoirdupoi-*).  GjH  imports  in  1913  amounted  in  value  to 
245,000  taels,  or  £  30,625,  with  an  average  price  of  30  taels  [>er  Chinese 
ounce,  or  £3  Is.  6^1.  per  ounce  troy.  Since  August,  1914,  the 
value  of  g)ld  has  risen  by  over  10  taels  per  Chinese  ounce. 
Any  estimate  of  the  total  output  of  gold  in  the  Marches  is  mere 
guess-work.  A  Chinese  official,  however,  formerly  in  the  now 
abolished  Mining  Bureau,  roughly  puts  the  total  output  of  the 
whole  region  under  the  March  Administration  at  12.000  Chinese 
ounces  of  gold  per  annum,  valu-^d  at  360,000  taels,  or  £45,0  )0.  The 
local  authorities  are  said  to  contemplate  the  resumption  of  official 
mining  as  soon  as  funds  can  be  spared  for  the  purchase  of  modern 
machinery. 

Transport. — Yachow,  the  great  Szechuen  trade  mart  some  150  miles, 
or  eight  stages,  east  of  Tachienlu,  is  the  dep5t  or  transporting  centre 
of  the  Tachienlu  trade.  All  commodities  destined  for  the  Tibetan 
market,  and  Tibetan  and  frontier  products  imported  into  China,  are 
carried  overland  between  Tachienlu  and  Yachow.  Trie  portion  of 
this  tra<le  taken  by  Shanghai  anl  other  down-river  ports  is  carried 
up  and  down  the  river  between  Yachow  and  Chiating  by  rafcs,  and 
between  Chiatang  and  Chungking  by  junks. 

Between  Tachienlu  and  Yachow  gixiJs  are  carried  by  coolies  and 
also  to  some  extent  by  mules  and  ponies.  The  cost  is  reckoned 
by  weight.  It  varied  in  1913  from  2*8  taels  to  3  2  taels  per  103  chin, 
which  works  out  at  from  '61  to  *723.  per  Elnglish  lb.  Tnese  are 
the  figures  for  the  transport  from  Tichienlu  to  Yachow;  to  Ciengtu, 
four  stages  east  of  Yachow,  the  charges  are^^higher  proportionately 
to  the  extra  distance. 

Transport  west  of  Tachienlu  is  done  by  yaks,  mules  and  ponies. 
The  cost  varies  according  to  the  season  of  the  y-'ar  from  1 J  t  >  3  rupees 
per  animal  per  daily  stage;  each  animal  carries  an  average  of  120 
chin  weight.  Taking  3J  rupees  to  e  jual  1  tael,  this  w  irks  o  it  at 
from  131.  to  2’5d.  per  English  lb.  per  daj^’s  journey.  Tne  cost,  for 
instance,  of  this  transport  from  I’aohienlu  to  Batang,  18  stages  west, 
comes  to  from  1‘44  to  2'88d.  per  lb. 

With  regard  to  the  future  of  Tachienlu  as  a  trade  mart  it  may  be 
said  that  Tachienlu  is  too  fir  from  Tibet  proper,  and  the  cost  of  trans¬ 
port  is  too  heavy,  for  thetra  le  of  Tibe'^  to  fl  >w  this  wty  naturally.  It 
is  probable  that  the  merchints  of  Tibet  will  gralually  turn  to  India 
as  their  natural  market  and  trade  outlet.  In  general,  it  may  be  said 
that,  as  far  as  the  trale  of  Tibet  is  concerned,  Tachienlu  reichei  its 
limit  of  prosperitv  in  19t0.  (C.  9,085.) 
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REVISION  OF  THE  RUSSIAN  CUSTOMS  TARIFF. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  at  pages  536-537  of 
the  “  Hoard  of  Trade  Journal  ”  for  the  25th  February  respecting  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  Russian  Customs  Tariff,  the  Board  of  IVade 
are  now  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  telegraphic  infor¬ 
mation  from  His  Majesty’s  Ambassador  at  Petrograd  to  the  effect 
that  an  Imperial  Decree,  which  was  promulgated  on  the  25th  March 
and  came  into  operation  on  the  same  date,  repeals  the  Decree  of  the 
16th  August,  1914,  by  which  the  Russian  “conventional”  rates  of 
Customs  duty  resulting  from  the  Commercial  Treaties  between  Russia 
and  Germany  of  1904,  and  between  Russia  and  Austria-Hungary 
of  1906,  were  temporarily  maintained  in  force  so  far  as  concerned 
imports  from  allied  and  neutral  States.  In  addition,  certain  goods 
(see  paragraph  numbered  3  in  the  above-mentioned  notice  in  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”)  are  subjected  to  special  augmented  rates 
of  duty,  and  the  “  General  ”  Tariff  rates  of  duty  on  certain  other 
classes  of  goods  are  increased  by  10  per  cent.  The  “General”  Tariff 
rates  for  machinery  of  all  kinds  falling  under  Section  167  of  the 
Tariff  are  not  modified. 

The  Decree  also  imposes  an  export  duty  of  1  copeck  per  poud  or 
cubic  foot  on  all  logs  exported  by  the  western  land  frontier  and  the 
Baltic  ports. 

Sir  G.  Buchanan  is  forwarding  a  translation  of  the  Decree ;  and,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  receipt  of  this  document,  the  Board  of  Trade 
propose  to  issue  a  I’arliamentary  Return  showing  in  detail  the  effect 
of  the  amendments  now  introduced  in  the  Tariff.  (C.  11,688.)

DOMINION  OF  NEW  ZEALAND.

Under  these  Regulations  go^s  not  exceeding  £25  in  value  formerly 
exempt  from  the  Regulations  must  now  be  accompanied  by  Certi¬ 
ficates  of  Origin,  and  the  value  of  the  consignment  and  the  name  of 
the  consignee  may  in  all  cases  where  certificates  are  required  be 
omitted  therefrom,  (C.  io,39i.)

UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Office  of 
H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in  South  Africa  drawing 
attention  to  the  desirability  of  endorsing  invoices 
for  cutlery  imported  into  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  with  a  view  to  ascertaining,  for  Customs 
duty  purposes,  whether  such  cutlery  is  plated 
or  not. 

It  is  pointed  out  that,  owing  to  an  import 
cent,  ad  valorem  being  levied  under  the  Union 
on  British-made  plated  goods  (including  plated 
cutler}"),  it  is  advisable  that  the  invoices  of  the  goods  that  are  not 
plated  (such  as  ordinary  steel  dessert  knives,  &c.)  should  be  specially 
endorsed  “  Not  plated,”  since  these  goods  when  of  British  manufac¬ 
ture  are  dutiable  at  the  “ unenumerated  rate”  of  17  per  cent,  ad 
valorem. 

A  large  number  of  packages  of  cutlery  has  to  be  opened  at  the 
Customs  office  for  the  purpose  of  examination  and  to  assure  the 
Collector  of  Customs  that  the  goods  are  not  dutiable  at  the  higher 
rate,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Customs 
Examiners  could  1^  obviated  if  a  clear  definition,  as  above  suggested, 
could  be  given  on  the  invoices.  (C.l.B.  14,916).

Thni  present  Ordinance  empowers  the  Governor  to  restrict  or 
prohibit,  by  Proclamation,  the  exportation  out  of  the  Protectorate  of 
any  goods  or  class  of  goods,  and,  further,  provides  that  any  person 
who  exports  or  attempts  to  export  any  goods  in  contravention  of 
any  Proclamation  issued  under  the  Ordinance  shall  be  liable  to 
certain  prescribed  penalties,  and  all  goods  so  exported  or  attempted 
to  be  exported  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation. 

The  Oidinance  also  provides  that  any  Proclamation  promulgated 
after  the  4th  August,  1914,  and  before  the  enactment  of  this 
Ordinance,  restricting  or  prohibiting  the  exportation  out  of  the 
Protectorate  of  any  goods  or  class  ot  goo  is  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
as  full  force  and  effect  as  if  sm^h  Proclamation  had  been  promulgated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance.

tion  of  copyright  works  into  the  Bermuda 
Islands. 

The  Act  provides  that  copies  made  out  of  the^ 
Bermuda  Islands  of  any  work  in  which  copy¬ 
right  subsists,  which  if  made  in  those  Islands 
would  infringe  copyright,  and  as  to  which  the  owner  of  the  copy¬ 
right  gives  notice  in  writing  by  himself  or  his  agent  to  the 
Receiver-General  that  he  is  desirous  that  such  copies  should  not  be 
imported  into  those  Islands,  shall  not  be  so  imported,  and,  if 
imported,  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  be  forfeited, 
and  may  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  the  Receiver- 
General  shall  direct. 

Before  detaining  any  such  copies,  or  taking  any  further  proceedings 
with  a  view  to  the  forfeiture  thereof,  the  Receiver-General  may 
require  the  regulations  to  be  made  under  the  Act,  whether  as  to 
information,  conditions,  or  other  matters,  to  be  complied  with,  and 
may  satisfy  himself  in  accordance  with  tho.se  regulations  that  the 
copies  are  such  as  are  prohibited  by  the  Act  to  be  imported. 

The  Governor-General  is  empowered  to  make  regulations,  either 
general  or  special,  and  such  regulations  ma}’-  provide  inter  alia  for 
reimbui-sements  to  the  Goveniment  of  all  expenses  .and  damages 
incurred  in  respect  of  .any  detention  made  on  the  information  of  the 
Receiver-General,  and  of  any  proceedings  consequent  on  such 
detention.

From  Octol>er, 
1913,  to  January.  19H,  the  number  of  ships  carrying  cargo 
from  Japan  to  Europe  was  88,  whereas  from  Odober,  1914,  to 
January,  1915,  the  number  fell  t)  33  ;  consequently  there  is  a  great 
at'(  umulation  of  cargo  in  Japan.  Japanese  shippers  aie  very  busy 
now,  ami  although  as  many  ocean  liners  as  can  be  secured  have 
been  commissioned  for  service  there  is  still  a  lack  of  tonnage. 

The  Nippon  Vusen  Kaisha  is  subsidised  by  the  Government,  and 
and  is  thereby  delwirred  from  rate  making,  and  this  restriction 
afl'ects  the  ship-s  ot  foreign  countries  belonging  to  the  league  of 
European  navigation.  As  a  result,  the  rate  of  freight  between 
Jajian  and  Europe  is  less  than  that,  for  example,  l)etween  .Saigon  and 
Europe,  although  the  distance  is  greater.  It  is  suggested  that  if  the 
freight  rate  w’ere  slightly  raised,  foreign  ships  might  be  induced  to 
serve  in  carr3’ing  Japanese  freights  and  thus  relieve  the  tension.

reports  that,  according  to  the  local  press,  a  Kobe 
Export  of  Flour,  milling  company  has  recently  concluded  a  con¬ 
tract  for  the  supply  to  the  United  Kingdom  of 
20,000  sacks  of  flour.  Hitherto  the  flour  market  in  Japan  has 
remained  firm  even  in  the  face  of  the  depression  due  to  the  scarcity 
of  stocks  on  hand,  but  prices  rose  con?iderably  on  receipt  of  the 
news  of  the  possible  export  of  flour.  The  stocks  of  wheat  remaining 
in  the  Lands  of  farmers  are  very  short. 

Owing  to  high  quotations  for  American  wheat,  the  imports  of 
wheat  into  Japan  have  been  greatly  restricted,  while  the  country  has 
been  suffering  from  a  shortage  of  stocks  consequent  upon  the  heavy 
diminution  in  home  wheat  crops,  ai'd  the  Japanese  milling  com¬ 
panies  were  at  one  time  compelled  to  stop  work.  The  home 
demand  for  flour  decreased  to  almost  half  the  usual  amount  as 
a  result  of  the  heavy  slump  in  the  price  of  rice.  Should  the  expoit 
business  in  flour  with  the  United  Kingdom  and  Australia  develop, 
the  effect  on  the  prices  of  fljur  will  be  very  great.  (C.I.B.  18,021.)
